LONG BEACH CAN'T PUT RATE 
ORDINANCE IN EFFECT. 


Appeal to Supreme Court Probable. 
Judge Hutton’s Opinion of Greatest 
Importence in its influence on 
Actions Involving Relations of Util. 
ity Corporations to Public. 


The Long Beach Water, Company 
has won its suit against the City of 
Long Beach to restrain it from put- 
ting into effect, the ordinance fixing 
lower rates to consumers for the year 
beginning July 4, 1908. Judge Hutton 
yesterday handed down an opinion fay- 
oring plaintiff. The case will be 
appeal to the Supreme Court, -prob- 
ably. 

The court fixes the value of the water 
corporations plant at $814,819, in op- 
position to the city's experts, who think 
it worth $340,000. The decisioh holds 
that rates must be based on the higher 
valuation. ‘ths 

The court sustains the plaintiff's 
contention that the new schedule of 
water rates would amount in effect to 
a confiscation of property, and fixes 
a standard of valuation for public 
utility corporations that is considered 
by attorneys to be of great importance 
in its influence upon other suits involv- 


jing the relations of such corporations 


to the public: 

The opinion asserts that the - 
ent value of the plant is the true — 
upon which compensation must de al- 
lowed, and that all operating expenses, 
reasonably incurred, taxes, repair costs. 
a sinking fund for replacement of 
necessary parts of the system. current 
expenses, maintenance, and stockhold- 
ers’ dividend, must be allowed for in 
the imposition of rates to consumers. 

Judge Hutton says. in part: 

“It is not for the courts to set aside 
ordinances of this kind because the 
compensation seems to be too high or 
too low. The question is whether or 
not the enforcement of this ordinance 
will be an invasion of the plaintiff's 
constitutional rights under the consti- 
‘tutional provision protecting all per- 
sons and corporations alike from hav- 
ing their private property taken for 
public use without just compensation.

Not that the State is simply what the “transients” 
have made it. But the tourists of the past are the 
old settlers of today. Away back fifty years ago 
no one came to California to stay. To find “pay 
gravel,” .“pan out your pile“ and go back to the 
„States —that was the talk of all who “came the 
plains across, the Horn around,” or who later 
“crossed the Isthmus.” On the steamers that bore 
1000 persons, not one of them looked upon Califor- 
nia as a home. On the streets of San Franeisco 
the talk was all of the time when one could go back 
to the old home city or village or farmhouse and 
“astonish the natives with stories of he wonderful 
land of gold and with the wealth carried back. Men 
in business were here only until they were worth 
enough to go back and open up a business “at 
home” on a large scale, or retire independent of 
further effort for life. 

Homesickness was an epidemic amopg these early 
tourists. San Francisco, with its low, squalid build- 
ings, high winds and swirling dust, was not invit- 
ihg. “Society was not what it was back home.” The 
country in summer burned brown and s roads, 
hub-deep in dust, were not inviting.

WOLF'S SURPRISE. 

President Edwards then introduced 
Commissioner Wolf, who read a paper 
upon “The Relation of a State Iusur- 
ance Department to Those Who Buy 
and Sell Insurance.“ Commissioner 
Wolf's ‘address was something of a 
surprise and made a very favorable 
impression. When he was through he 
was cheered and a vote of thanks was 
tendered him by the national conven- 
tion on behalf of the California asso- 
ciation. 

Commissioner Wolt referred to “the 
splendid and thoughtful address of 
your president,” and indorsed much 
that he said. He spoke of how every 
life insurance polkey “properly writ- 
ten“ is of benefit to the people in gen- 
eral and reduces distress and the ne- 
ecessity to care for the unfortunate by 
the State or county. Then he spoke 
at iength. upon the question of State 
and government supervision of insur- 


ance companies. 

jovernment supervision, if exer- 
cised at all, should be for the benefit 
of all,” he declared, and referred to 
the part of the agent in connection 
with the people, asserting that the 
“sale of life Insurance plays an impor- 
tant part in the affairs of the coun- 
try.” He told of the beginning of legal 
supervision of insurance, the first law. 
being passed by Massachusetts in 1807. 
when it ordered all insurance compa- 
nies to report to the next Legislature. 

“The tendency of the times,” added 
Mr. Wolf. “is to bring about closer 
relations between government supervi- 
sion and the management of compa- 
nos. The all-important function o 
the State Insurance Derpgrtment,’ 
continued the commissioner, &s to as- 
certain and make,FKnown the truth for 
these whe buy and sell insurance. It 
is the truth they want and it is the 
truth they should know. [Applause.] 

“If the business of msurance was 
always properly conducted the mutu- 
ality of interests between buyer a 
eclier would be gor plete. There ia 
probably tm no field for business activ- 
ity more opportunity for misrepresen- 
tation, nor more opportunity for reap- 
ing the reward for honest work, than 
in life Insurance.” 

Commissioner Wolf asserted that 
the old type of insurance agent, the

HE PLATFORM prepared and 
later adopted was broad enough 
to embrace in some form the gist 


of most of the resolutions presented, 
but there was a bunch of about a doz-

Vision and that do not appear in elth- 
er the majority or the minority re- 
ports. 

A whole cartload of Oregon lumber 
was hauled to the doors of the commit- 
tee room, but after a brief inspection 
of the quality of the wood the car- 
riers were referred gently to the Plat- 
form Committee of the Hemocratie 
convention, which will be in session 
tomorrow. 

Chairman Jeffries showed marked

tion received a larger representation 
on the committee than ts justified by 
parliamentary dure. considering 
the weakness of the minority party.

FULLERTON, Aug. 18—L. 1. Sta- 
well, a Rivera walnut grower who is 
perfecting a new machine to pick up 
walnuts by suction, was here yester- 
day. The mechine is operated by a 
gasoline engine, a four-inch hose be- 
ing held just above the ground u 
the walnut tree. The suction draws the 
walnuts through the hose to the top 
of a tank instalied on a wagon. There 
is an exhaust near the top. As the 
walnuts come to the tank they, being 
much heavier than the hulls, fall to 
the bottom, while the hulls, leaves and 
small debris are biown out through 
the exhaust. The machine leaves no 
nuts on the ground. One costing not 
over $500, it is said, will do the work 
of six or seven men, and Mr. Sidwell 
believes a machine can be built for 
about $2000 that will pick up all th: 
walnuts from a ten-acre tract in one 
day 

CROPS LARGER

walnut groves in the Rivera district, 
estimates that the walnut crop there 
will be at least 30 per cent. larger 
than t year.
